Under Mary, according to the martyrologist, Lichfield diocese was afflicted by "a cruel bishop 
there, called Rafe Bane, and a more cruel chancellor named Dr Draicot" and he tells how Draycot 
preached before the burning of Joan Waste at Derby, and then returned to his inn to sleep while the 
execution took place. He also admits, however, that many more were compelled to do penance than 
went to the stake. Following Elizabeth's accession Draycot refused to take the oath of supremacy 
and was accordingly deprived of all his benefices. In 1560 he was recorded as a prisoner in the 
Fleet, but it would appear that he was eventually released, for a later source reports—with some 
confusion of dates—that "Dr Draycott, long prisoner, at length getting a little liberty, went to 
Draycot, and there died", on 20 January 1571. He was buried at Draycott. [DNB online]

William Langley (compliant joint-minister of Lichfield St Mary) 1618-1689 

Langley, born in 1618, was a son of Matthias Langley of Prestwich, Lancs gentleman c1588-....and 
Mary (Moore) and grandson of William Langley (rector of Prestwich, Lancs) c1535-1613. He was 
probably only educated to literate grade. (He was sometimes styled M.A. but does not so style 
himself in his published books). He was ordained deacon and on 18 Sep 1642 was probably 
ordained priest by Chester pro Lichfield. On 10 Jul 1645 the Committee for plundered ministers 
appointed him compliant minister of Checkley but in Aug 1645 his appointment was cancelled "on 
finding that the patron was not a delinquent as had been supposed" . On 23 Dec 1645 the same 
committee appointed him compliant minister of Ellastone with the approval of the Westminster 
assembly of divines. Here the committee ordered his salary of £20 to be augmented from the 
rectorial tithes by £50 (from 30 May 1646) and by £80 (from 6 Jun to 29 Sep 1651). Apparently a 
committed presbyterian, he signed the Staffordshire testimony of Jul 1648. He had resigned at 
Ellastone by 6 Aug 1651 when he was in office as compliant joint-minister of Lichfield with a salary 
of £150 pa (together with John Butler c1621-1671 QV). At Lichfield he was ejected probably about 3 
Mar 1653.4 when his salary was suspended by the Trustees for providing maintenance for 
preaching ministers on an order from the Protector and the Council of State at Whitehall. It was 
“urged against him in the Articles on which he was Sequestred, that he had Preached on Christmas- 
day, and Administred the Sacrament by the Common-Prayer-Book." Writing about 1654 in The 
persecuted minister ... (1656) Langley stated that his colleague John Butler had not been ordained 
before his appointment to Lichfield - unclear if he meant as an anglican or as a presbyterian - was 
appointed a joint-minister but wanted to become (sole) minister of St Chad (Stowe) and was 
instrumental in his - Langley's - ejection. In 1655 Langley unsuccessfully petitioned against his 
ejection and on 1 Jun 1658 the the Trustees for providing maintenance for preaching ministers 
allowed that he might preach outside Lichfield. By 24 May 1660 he had moved to Wellington, Salop 
where on 7 Jul 1662 after presentation by Philip Eyton gentleman he was instituted as vicar. He 
was licensed as a preacher by Lichfield on 12 Nov 1663 and on 21 Jul 1665 he was in office as 
surrogate (or deputy) to Sir Walter Littleton Knight (vicar-general of Lichfield) 1607-1670. On 10 
Aug 1666 after presentation by Sir John Corbet of Adderley, Salop Baronet he was plurally 
instituted rector of Stoke-upon-Tern, Salop. Still in office at Wellington and Stoke-upon-Tern 
Langley died, aged 71, at Wellington and was buried there on 18 May 1689. His will made on 25 
Oct 1688 was proved under Lichfield on 18 Jun 1689. His personalty was value at £161/16/2 and 
included "books in the study that were not disposed of in his life time to his sons £20". Other books 
were bequeathed to his children. Langley married about 1647 to Jane Brown (b 1621) dau of Ralph 
Brown of Meir in Caverswall "gentleman" 1598-1670 [SLG] by whom he had five sons and five 
daughters. Matthias Langley (vicar of Alrewas, Staffs) 1650-1728 was his third son to whom he 
bequeathed in his will "all my manuscripts and sermon notes ... for his life and after his decease ... I 
will that my grandson Matthias L. shall have [them] if it please God to make him capable to use 
them." Langley was the author of The persecuted minister ... (1656) and The death of Charles the 
first lamented, with the restauration of Charles the second congratulated ... (1660). William Langley 
(?compliant minister of Cheadle) ?1596-1657 was a second cousin. In 1656 Langley's descent from 
the Langleys of Agecroft Hall, Lancs was certified and his right to bear their arms [Argent a 
cockatrice, wings endorsed and tail nowed sable, beaked or] was confirmed. In his will he mentions 
five paintings of himself, his wife and three of his children. [NOTE: Other clergymen of this name 
include: William Langley c1610-...., an Oxford graduate, who was curate of Brightwell, Berks (1636) 
and possibly rector of Shadoxhurst, Kent(1636-41) and compliant minister of South Fleet, Kent 
(1645); aman named Langley who was compliant minister of Edenfield, Lancs (1648); a William 
Langley who was presented by the Crown as rector of West Kirby, Cheshire (23 Mar 1639) anda 
William Langley who was ?presbyterian minister of Oldham (c1642/7).]

1651 this committee varied this order by granting Langley two-thirds of these rectorial tithes, then said to be worth £80 pa, 
which had been sequestered from Sir Thomas Fleetwood papist, son and heir of the late Sir Richard. On 4 Aug 1652 this 
committee ordered this augmentation of £80 to be paid to Langley up to 29 Sep 1651 perhaps the exact date of his 
appointment to Lichfield. (BodIMS 328 p398; cf. 324 p257; S.P.Dom. Inter. F2 pt II p496, 555) [1915] 

(1915, Lichfield) 74 Langley and Butler succeeded Tallent and Cleyton as joint ministers of Lichfield with the same salary 
[£150 each]. The committee (for the reformation of the universities?) first ordered them to receive it on 6 Aug 1651, having 
received a good certificate of their piety and fitness. (SionMS p494, 496) Further orders to pay this salary to them are 
recorded in LMS 976 p324, 518. On 3 March 1653.4 the trustees suspended Langley's salary in consequence of an order to 
that effect made by the Lord Protector and the Council of State at Whitehall (LMS 966 p2; 975 p353; SPDI LXVII 17, no 24), 
and despite his petition in 1655 (SPDI XCVII 109, nos 324, 325) no further augmentation seems to have been paid to him. In

commissioners their order of 3 Mar 1653.4 should not prevent his preaching elsewhere than in Lichfield, if the trustees 
should find him duly qualified according to Act of Parliament.

Nathaniel Taylor M.A. (rector of Checkley) c1637-1703 126 
Taylor, born about 1637, was probably youngest son of John Taylor (Jater presbyterian minister of 
Checkley) e1590-1659 and Dorothy. He studied at Cambridge where in Michs 1654 he was a 
pensioner at St Catharine's College and matriculated. At Cambridge he graduated B.A. 1657 (M.A., 
1662). He was presumably ordained deacon and priest by Jan 1661.2 when he was in office as 
rector of Checkley and paid a clerical subsidy of £2. However it was only on 24 Jul 1662 after 
presentation by (his brother-in-law) John Whitehall of "Park Hall", Leigh esquire c1624-1684 that he 
was instituted. On 2 Aug 1662 he was licensed as a preacher by Lichfield. In 1665 the rectory was 
valued at £70 pa. In 1665 he certified the hearth tax for Madeley Holme constablewick (which lay in 
Checkley parish) and was assessed on 7 hearths at Tean constablewick (which included Checkley 
township). On 29 Aug 1695 he was collated prebendary of Lichfield Pipa Parva (and installed 8 
Nov). Still in both offices he died, aged about 66, and was buried on 2 Jan 1702.3 at Checkley. His 
administration was granted under Lichfield on 8 Feb 1702.3. Taylor married on 15 Nov 1658 at 
Checkley to Ann Whitehall (d 1679) third dau of James Whitehall (rector of Checkley) 1579-1645 by 
whom he had 2 daughters. His older daughter Elizabeth was the wife of John Sherratt (rector of 
Draycott-in-the-Moors) c1652-1721.
